Ami through it all 
he forces home the Ideas that mat- 
ter, and gives even the rawest recruit 
a true grip of that queer, perverted 
thing that is known us "discipline" 
I A description of Captain Collins Is 
I impossible. He will be remembered 
i above all else for his anecdotes, and 
I these would lose too much In the toll - 
I Ing to be set down here. It Is enough 
! to Bay that those who have known 
him will always laugh In their hearts 
when they think of him holding forth 
to the rookies, body poised as Napo- 
leon's, head slightly atwist, mouth 
whimsical, and a slow definite fore- 
finger punctuating his soft Irish 
speech. His quips and epigrams have 
been Innumerable, and many of them 
will be classic while n man of the 
Universities Companies remains. He 
Is a distinct personality, and if the 
right man ever puts him In a hook, ev- 
eryone that reads will know him. For 
the present he Is like all the best of 
our race, "carrying on," pluylng out 
the game with all the singleness of 
purpose thnt comes only to the man 
whose heart Is In his work. Cnpt. Col- 
lins is a fixture at the bnse, ami every 
man of the Universities Companies 
hopes thnt he is there for the duration 
of the war.

•'Christianity, Canada, China," was 
th* three-fold subject of an interest- 
ing address delivered Sunday by Dean 
Adams, of the Faculty of Applied 
Science to the 150 members of the 
Chinese Y. M . C. A. Dr. Adams said 
in part : 

"Nicolo Polo was the first European 
to visit China 650 years ago. Each 
way his trip occupied three and a 
half years, whereas now it is accom- 
plished in one month, and a cable 
travels there in a minute. Kublai 
Khan, who was Emperor at that time, 

received him with great pomp and 
Splendour, and entertained him for a 
year, sending him back with the re- 
quest that he return soon not only 
with much Western merchandise, but 
also with 100 missionaries. lu a few 
years Polo did return with his son, 
who remained at the Chinese courj. for 
seventeen years, writing of the life, 
manners and wealth of the people with 
such reality and vividness that the 
hook was quite discredited when read 
by his own countrymen. Yet by its 
perusal, it is said, Columbus' credul- 
ity was aroused, and In his effort to v 
shorten the voyage there, came by 
the Atlantic and discovered America. 

Through the agency of steamers and 
cables, China had recently been 
brought very near to the rest of the 
World, and it was this fact that made 
It imperative that Canada and every ! 
country should study and understand 
China. 

"We are now passing through the 
greatest war in the history of man- 
kind. The crucial question at stuUe is 

—shall the whole world in- dominated 
by one power, or will every nation he 
loft to develop along her own Unes In 
commerce, education, politics, art, 
etc.? If the Allies arc crushed In this 
crisis, China's future, too, will be ul- 
timately affected. 

"We speak of Europe and America 
.is having developed under the in- 
fluence of Christianity, What does 

tilts mean? In essence, this means 
that we know God as our Father, that 
we are His children, and that every 
man should do as he would lie d"ohe 
by. Christianity has done much for 
US*. No more slaves are bought or 
sold like cattle. All are free! The 
poorer classes are given better condi- 
tions of life, and are made equals so 
far as possible. Free hospitals, asy- 
ums, and philanthropic societies are 
on every side. 

"A Chinese engineer graduated from 
McGill last year. Mr. G. Y. K. Shem, 
and returned to Ills own country to 
build canals and railroads for trans- 
porting country products to the cities, 
and to assist in solving the gigantic 
problem of walling back their de- 
structive floods. China Should have 
a knowledge of God and Ills ways of 
freedom, Justice and Charity, that she 
may be an especially strong and 
iteadfaal people, thoroughly prepared 
for her great future. 

"Do not Judge Christianity by tho 
many evidences of sin about you In 
Canada. We are still very Imperfect, 
but all the virtues we do posseBB come 
from the teachings of Christ. The 
mind of the Easterner Is especially 
susceptible to Christian teachings, and 
I confidently look forward to the day 
when Christianity will he developed In 
China into its purest form, and re- 
turned to us In a renewed power that 
«hnll be world-wide In Its uplifting 
Influence."

COLLEGE NEWSPAPERS. 

It seems to be a common opinion tliut a college newspaper is a 
Splendid medium for disposing of one's time without getting any re- 
turn. The following is clipped from the editorial column of the Uni* 
versit yof Washington Daily deals with the matter from at least one 
viewpoint : 

Some smug eastern newspaper has taken upon itself the 
task of berating the college newspapers of the country. The Reed 
College Quest reprints the editorial, but from its kindness of 
heart does not divulge the name of the newspaper that played 
the critic. 

"We realize that behind each of these typographically err- 
ing sheets there stands a group of extremely serious men, men 
who lower their grades and lose their meals and sleep over these 
very neglected issues," the critic, says in way of comment, and 
then he asks himself what are the results. Of course, he is able 
to answer his own query or he would not have asked, and he 
goes on glibly, "A little practice which a week's employment on 
a country daily would equal; a little fame among associates 
whose approbation is not worth 10 cents at best; a paper which 
a very few people read and fewer appreciate, and besides this a 
vast deal of unpaid labor, of trying eye strain, of expense in 
time and money." 

All of >rhich is very clever, and quite untrue. College news- 
papers arc on the whole better edited, better written and of a 
neater appearance than the small town daily, which boasts the 
same circulation. As for the poor grades, over-strained eyes, 
loss of sleep and neglected meals, these are only the result of an 
ill-balanced schedule and are the exception rather than the rule. 
Of course, his statement that a week's experience on a small daily 
would yield one as much as three "years" on a college publica- 
tion is ridiculous on the face of it. 

College newspapers are no longer an experiment. They are 
a lfcal agent in the unifying of the conglomerate forces that make 
up the American university; they serve to instill college spirit 
in the incoming generations; they are an advertisement of the 
college they represent. They are here to stay, despite the pro- 
tests of this self-satisfied eastern journal. 
All that the editor of the Washington Daily says is quite true, 
and we might add that right here in Montreal, McGill Daily has been 
"putting over" a number of "scoops" on the city papers; scoops 
which these same papers have copied word for word without giving 
the least credit to us for them. Other news articles have met the 
same fate. The College newspaper is a fixture we are sure, and if 
the eastern paper referred to by the Washington Daily doubts it, its 
editor might take a glance over the heap of exchanges which these 
same college newspapers receive from the publishing offices of their 
sister universities. 



ANOTHER NEW DRAFT 
FORJICESS PATS 

Lt. Kelly, Sci. 09„ Left in Charge 
of Last Draft for Service 
Overseas. 



Lieut. Kelly left last week In charge 
of fifty men. who proceeded over- 
seas as reinforcements for the P. P. 
C. !.. 1. .Mr. Kelly offered his ser- 
vices to helj> the Company In their 
training, and made such a good Im- 
pression with the powers that be In 
this voluntary work, that he was pre- 
vailed upon to accept an overseas ap- 
pointment with the company. The 
draft that Mr. Kelly Is taking to the 
Patricias Is made up chiefly of col- 
lege men and their friends. Seven of 
the men were qualified as Lieuten- 
ants, hut preferred to get overseas 
quickly, and to win their commissions 
In France to winning it here by effi- 
ciency In wire pulling. Mr. Kelly also 
hod with him two qualified cooks, four 
bayonet fighting and physical training 
Instructors, and four signallers. 

Recruiting is continuing at Molson 
Hull on the Campus, and as soon as 
another draft of fifty men Is ready It 
will be sent off. There are three ap- 
pointments of officers to be made, and 
these will most likely be made, from 
the qualified men In the ranks. An 
Interesting syllabus of training Is be- 
ing arranged, which ought to be par- 
ticularly interesting, as both the offi- 
cers at present with the unit have seen 
service with the Patricias In France. 



HONORARY DEOREES. 

(University of Washington Daily.) 

Universities and colleges throughout the land have long been in 
tiie habit of conferring upon eminent men an honorary degree. When- 
ever a scientist or inventor or literateur produces an especially praise- 
worthy work, or when he has spent considerable years in the develop- 
ment of a particular field of achievement some institution, or perhaps 
five or six, dashes into the foreground waving on high some such de- 
gree as doctor of laws. 

Thomas Edison recently passed under the ordeal of receiving a 
doctor of laws sheepskin from the University of the State of New 
York, which, by the way, has neither faculty nor students, since it is 
only an education commission. Elihu Root is the only living man, be- 
sides Edison, to be honored by the institution. 

Granting that a university or college is really honoring a man 
who has already fought his way to the top by dint, of his own labor 
and the application of no other mind but his own, would it not bo 
wise to append his record with some, significant degree? Why the 
doctor of laws? Why not apply a degree of achievement or a de- 
gree of merit? The only argument available for the retention of the 
doctor of laws degree is that it is customary. And this is no argu- 
ment; it is simply acquiescence. 

The doctor of laws degree means nothing to the man who has 
flooded our midnights with the brilliance of a cloudless noon, who 
has caged the golden notes of grand opera in a little box full 0 f 
wheels and springs, who has made cookery possible without fire. He 
ought to be marked, if marked at all, with a degree of invention or 
; merit, not one of doctor of laws.

"THE PRINCIPLES. PRECEPTS 
AND PRACTICE OM MEDICINE." 
(Continued from Page 4.) 

you u good method of examination, a 
careful, accurate and systematic me- 
thod. This method you always follow, 
always employ; only by so doing do 
you acquire your first -hand knowledge 
of the evidence of chest disease. These 
things you do for yourselves, you ac- 
quire the accurate perception. Vou 
palpate a kidney. There Is first the 
sensation of the smooth rcniform body 
between your two hands. You feel this 
as u sensation, and then you perceive 
what you feel, lt is the perception, the 
recognition and définition of the sen- 
sation, that you carry with you. 

A substantial part of this experimen- 
tal method is to acquire definite pic- 
tures of things. A definite picture in 
your mind's eye of a cell: and - col- 
lection of cells. Again, taking an ex- 
ample in your histology, you should 
not only see, but draw u liver lobule. 
Cslng the microscope us un uid to 
your eye— a long eye you may call It 
—you see and recognize under low and 
high powers a liver lobule; and you 
draw it as you see it. And you carry 
this picture in your mind. And then 
under Dr. Oertl you study this same 
liver lobule in diseuse. You recog- 
nize the. departure from the normal of 
Its several parts the morbid histology. 
You are shown the behuvlour of its 
parenchyma to toxins and infections, 
and Its great liability to metastatic 
growths. You see all these things, and 
so you get a picture, a : ng working 
picture, of diseuse. Ai: jw, Gentle- 
men, it is only it mutt . of imagina- 
tion or of Inference, and working back- 
ward as It were, to deduce the train 
of symptoms and of signs that must 
have been present In the particular 
Individual in his decline and death, 
to place such a liver again in an in- 
dividual. By so doing the symptoms 
and the signs of dlscaBe In whatsoever 
organ call up in the student's mind 
the picture of the actual lesion itself. 
While we observe, palpate, percuss, or 
oscultate we are projecting into the 
organ under examination the picture 
nf the lesion which we gradually dis- 
cover. So we link together the work 
of the laboratory and the work of the 
bedside. They are ufter all one and 
the same work. The one Is helpless, 
hopeless, and incomplete without the 
other. 

All this in a word is the experimen- 
tal method, und even in syst' untie 
lectures so-called, this same, method 
may be employed. To my way of 
thinking the systematic, the didactic 
lecture should be always of the nature 
of a demonstration. A demonstration 
of approach, the way of uppronch to a 
subject, a demonstration of its rela- 
tionship to other subjects, and what 
leads from it. As far as possible these 
lectures should be illustrated, for the 
eye Is so much moro receptive, und 
retentive than the ear, at least In the 
greater number of Individuals. So 
here the diagram, the drawing, or the 
lantern-slide should be continually re- 
sorted to. The student copies these 
Ih his notes; and so he is stimulated 
to think for himself. A didactic lec- 
ture is a success or a failure Inasmuch 
as It stimulates or not a man to think. 

As you see, all this is very far from 
the printed page or the closely-writ- 
ten note-book. By this method no- 
thing Is lenrned by heart or by rote, 
and the idea of It all Is that notlilns 
should be so learned. After all, the 
brain is an Instrument for wor kand 
not a lumber-room. Mere facts are 
of secondary importance, and only so 
much lumber unless there be a defin- 
ite power to use them. Man, and per- 
haps woman, Is naturally an Inquisi- 
tive animal: and the object of all edu- 
cation Is to direct the recurrent and 
meaningless "why?" Into a definite 
and reasoned enquiry. I rather ob- 
ject to the term "teaching." It should 
rather be a leading or directing of 
the young mind in its forward Jour- 
ney from the known to the unknown. 
This, after nil. Is the etymology of 
the word "education"— a lending out. 
a leading forward, and this is the Ex- 
perimental Method. 

To quote from the McOlll Daily of 
Wednesday morning, "true education 
makes for power, gives the greater 
ability to understand." A good edi- 
torial this, anil if you have not read it 
I should ndvlse you to do so. "It Is 
because of this power of understand- 
ing, of ability to see the world In a 
truer light, and with more nearly nor- 
mal values that the University man, 
the educated man, often finds the 
world a better and a happier place 
than bis less fortunate comrade.' 

1 humbly submit that the Medical 
student who applies these two princi- 
ples that I have mentioned in his 
medical study will acquire thereby a 

tin., education. I vehemently protest 

against lh« mere reading of a text- 
bunk, of of potes Hint have been hast- 
ily and unthinkingly taken. Nothing, 
!.. my mind, is worse than this. By 
BO doing th.- tner^ statements of the 
lexi are committed to memory, often- 
times without understanding, and they 
SO constitute mere debris to clog til* 

mental machinery. The mnn is worse 
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off, almost, than if he did not read at ' 
all. Nothing really should be commit- I 
ted to heart, save, perhaps, the mul- 
tiplication table.- Nothing whatever 
in any part of your so-called educa- 
tion. There is one exception to this. 
You may. In your downy adolescent 
years learn some poetry. You may. if 
you must even try to write it. But 
even as the measles, this sentimental 
disability is soon recovered from. 
Again, I say, true education has no- 
thing to do with these things. Ra- 
ther than mere Information, which is 
so often a nuisance, true education 
trains the man to think, to use his ' 
grey matter — and so makes for power. 1 
11. — The Precept of Medicine. 
The Medical profession Is to heal 1 
the sick. This has been through all j 
the ages Its aim and its tradition. It's 
great precept may be well expressed, 
"Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 

one of the least of these " From | 

first to last the Implication of this 
tradition is a spirit of devotion and 
self-sacrifice. And so It Is in great- 
er or lesser degree, and through all the 
ages, that the History of Medicine 
reads. Luke, you will remember, was 
a physician. 

Some of you of the Fifth Year, all 
of you, perhaps, will soon be familiar 
with the Hlppocratic oath. I sub- 
mit that a lofty spirit inspires it. And 
of the many thousands who have sub- 
scribed to that oath, from the great 
Aristotle, the son of the Stygelra phy- j 
slclan, through all the dark Middle 
Ages to John Hunter, the son of the j 
Calderwood Laird, this grand tradition I 
rings more or less true. In modern 
times, perhaps* this spirit is more 
conspicuous, for despite our pluto- 
cratic tendencies man IB, 1 trust, more 
truly his brother's keeper. And al- 
ways the chief keeper of his brother 
has been, Is, and always will be — the I 
physician. 

Sir Thomas Browne, of the Heliglo 
Medici, a man of great charity, rip- 
ened In wisdom and walking as a phy- 
sician. The great Harvey, who, ns 
you remember, first demonstrated the 
circulation of the blood, and. after 
his famous work was done, in his last 
letters bids us each and all "ever to 
search out and study the secrets of 
Nature by way of experiment, and for 
the honour of our profession to con- 
tinue mutual love and affection 
amongst ourselves." To quote again 
from u manuscript, "in all times the 
physician has everywhere won ad> 
miration in his own times and from 
his own generation by the calm cour- 
age with which, In the face of 
death, he has done his duty." 

Turning rather to the sentimental 
side, si fine character is that of John 
Hrown— "Rab and his Friends." It is 
one of the finest pictures of the rela- 
tion between patient and physician 
thut exists In literature. Allie, Tum- 
mas und Rab. 

Many of you will -remember that pic- 
ture of Dr. McClure in the "Honnie 
Brier Bush." The old country physi- 
cian, who for so many years faith- 
fully served his community. While 
he was a wise and experienced and 
skilful doctor, he was much more than 
this— a man universally respected and 
beloved. A grand character he is, us 
Ian Maclaren has portrayed him. 

In this connection, too, 1 would ask 
you to read portions of Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, and also Sir William 
Osier's "Equanimities." And "An 
Alabama Student." A fine character 
the Alabama Student! And, speak- 
ing of to-day, there are few better 
characters than Sir William Osier 
himself. 

1 have, illustrated in this imperfect 
and sketchy way .Jhe grent tradition 
In Medicine. The great precept which 
through all time lt has preached. If 
It be not a contradiction In terms, this 
precept has been more an example 
than a precept. What you do and 
what you are thunders so loud I 
can't hear what you say — or preach. 
So this great precept comes down to 
us embodied In the quiet unassuming 
and unselfish life of charity, devotion 
to duty, and self-sacrifice. 

In our own time wo remember here 
the late Bllgh Campbell. Many of 
you will have known him. And his 
noble example during his userul life- 
time we will none of us be slow to 
forget, while his heroic death we" will 
remember always, as when mortally 
wounded his last strength was Used 
to command his stretcher-bearer, 
"Look first after the others — I am 
badly hit." 

Thus in our own day, and by one 
of our own men, is the fine tradition 
of Medicine, Its great precept, per- 
petuated. 

We Inherit this tradition, and it Is 
for us to see that we do not forswear 
or forsake this great inheritance. Thnt 
In other words, we do not sell our 
birthright for any mess of pottsge. 

III.— The Practice of Medicine. 

Concerning the practitioner of Medl- 
Icine, of whatever nature he be, gen- 
eral practitioner or specialist, I can 
truly say his days will he full of la- 
bour—and also many of his nights. 
And that his recompense will not 
chiefly he in monies of the realm. Not- 
withstanding all this I emphatically 
say that It is worth it. Weil worth It. 
The game Is well worth the candle. In 
my opinion it Is the greatest itmi, 
and profession of all. The clergy is 
not in it, neither Is the lawyer; nor 
even the promoter nor the politician. 

The chief recompense is, as it ought 
to be, in the work Itself. Accordingly 
I would advise each one of you to- 
night to anticipate your chief recom- 
pense In the satisfaction of the work, 
no matter In what remote or Incon- 
spicuous surroundings, to the best of 
your ability well done. The practice 
of Medicine so begun is never a dis- 
appointment. There is no danger 
whatever of. insufficiency of work — 
for have not all our Fathers eater, of 
sour grapes? 

There are a few rules of practice 
which I would ask you to observe. 

In your examination of a patient, be 
always thorough. To my knowledge, 
far more mistaken are made through 
carelessness and unmethodical exam- 
ination than are made through Ignor- 
ance. May I specify two instances. 
In the examination of any abdominal 
condition, acute or chronic, in man, 
woman or child, ns a routine and 
without exception, always examine 
the rectum. Again, In any medical 
lesion whatsoever, from the crown of 
the head to the sole of the foot, al- 
ways carefully examine the urine. 
These two simple precautions will 
snve you from many mistakes. I may 
J embody the whole matter in the one 
I stutement — Be painstaking, thorough, 
and methodical In the examination of 
|every patient that you Undertake, 

I am often asked by the Senior util- 
orient, or the recent graduate, an to 
'questions of medical ethics or etl- 
Iquette. Kven as the British Consti- 
tution, the,' rule* that govern here, the 
rules of procedure and of practice, are 
unwritten. Speajiing generally. «11 



these rules are embraced in the great 

golden rule. "Do to others " you 

know the rest. 

As a new-comer in any community 
trials and vexations will inevitably be- 
fall you. In the full strength of your 
great jvisdom do not expect to revo- 
lutionize your world In a day. To 
your elders in the profession, be at 
least patient and respectful. Rever- 
ence and respect are not specially con- 
spicuous in America. 1 have little 
patience with the young iconoclast; 
he generally does more harm than 
good. In large measure submit your- 
selves to things as they exist, while 
attempting, of course, as far as in | 
you lies, to gradually improve them. , 
Do not kick against the pricks. In 
saying this I do not mean that you ; 
are to lose sight of your own Ideals 
or your own ambitions. Hold fast to : 
these. I only urge that in your walk ' 
and conversation you shall not coi- ! 
celtedly or foolishly offend, 

A patient wishes to change his phy- 
sician, to secure your services — your ! 
wonderful miracle-working services. , 
It is a free country— he may do so. 
But see to it before you undertake the 
cage, and before you set foot across i 
his threshhold. that either by word 
or by letter h& infotm the old physi- 
cian of the change. It Is perhaps as 
well, that you se e to lt that this in- 
formation Is accorded. 

Again, you will guard carefully your 
oath of professional secrecy. Much U 
tuld you in confidence, and the fam- 
ily skeleton often perforce stands nak- 
ed before you. Seo to It that you tell 
no man, and especially no woman. In 
dealing with n daughter of the house 
you will bear in mind that she ronies 
of age at eighteen, and you may not 
tell even her mother what alls ber, 
body or spirit, save you obtain the 
patient's consent. 

The maid-servant In the house Is a 
continuous pitfall. When she is of age, 
be careful what you say to the mls- 
ttess. Only may you inform the mis- 
tress of her physical ailment after 
you have obtained the domestic's con- 
sent. If either the daughter or the 
maid-servant be a minor you may 
take the law into your own hands, and 
tell the mother or the mistress. 

1 am reminded here of the words of 
wisdom uttered by my chief, Dr. Wil- 
liam Gardiner. It is applicable to so 
many things, und so many situations. 
And the words are these: "The less 
you say, the less you have to take 
buck." The tongue is an unruly mem- 
ber, and of all the organs we possess 
lt is the one that makes for us all 
the greatest trouble. No physician 
that I have known was more taciturn 
than the late Professor of Medicine. 
Dr. James Stewart, lie was neverthe- 
less a most successful and a most re- 
spected practitioner of Medicine. His 
phrase was. "Just so! Ah, yes. Just 
so!" His speech usually begun and 
ended here. 

To conclude, may 1 wish each one 
of you success In your profession, both 
In its study and its produce, the Suc- 
cess that comes of work, humble or 
renowned, of work well done — until at 
lust ench one of you shall see that 
country the inhabitants whereof shall 
not say, "1 am sick."

Dear Frankenstein,— Humanity will 
have to grope through a labyrinth of 
error before securing that elusive gem 
— truth. It may be that some of my 
assumptions were far from satisfying 
the captious logician; but verily, 
friend Frankenstein, if brought be- 
fore a tribunal of JuHlice, you would 
bo convicted of passing judgment on 
things of which you appeur to pos- 
sess no shadow of knowlodgc. 

Modern socialism is a science which 
anyone may study if sufficiently In- 
terested; and it is a pity that men 
of promise, such as you appear to be, 
gather their knowledge from preju- 
diced sources, and then make stale ac- 
cusations. 

It is a fact you cannot shut your 
eyes to that socialism has had a far- 
reaching Influence on modern thought. 
Take our present literature, for in- 
stance, — fiction, philosophy, science, 
and poetry, — and you will Invariably 
find the problem of capital und labor 
discussed. And In the homes of the 
rich, the poor, the enlightened, the 
uncultured, the name questions arise 
to some degree. As Nordan says, In 
his "Conventional Lies," "the rich see 
written on the walls the phosphores- 
cent words, "Même, Même, Tekel, 
Upharsin,' and the poor, conscious of 
their coming reckoning, stand mort 
creel." (I am quotinj.- from mem- 
ory.) 

I certainly do not believe the so- 
cialists Infallible, but i am certain 
that their economists understand the 
causes of the inequality of mer- hot- 
ter than anyone else. 

I un convinced that profit maax.s 
unpaid labor, and that wealth, con- 
sisting of unpaid labor must there- 
fore be contrary to that eternal mor- 
ality which Is "In the nature of 
thltiss." That private wealth is con- 
sidered moral In our society, and thai 
its attainment Is Justified, na>, en- 
couraged! by our social institutions, is 
undoubtedly known to you. The So- 
cialists, as I understand, are oppos- 
ed to this one-sided morality: and 
with i-ood reason, for they are th»> vlo- 
tlms of such morality. 

Terhaps you know the story of tha 
crane and the fish, An inquisitive 
boy, seeing a crane snatch a fish out 
of a pond, asked his all-knowtnc fa- 
ther who it was that helped the crane 
to the fish. "Providence," answered 
the father. The youngster, after a 
moment's silence, broke forth: "But, 
father, what about the fish?" 

I have rend Marx, Engels. Bebel, 
Liebknecht, and Prof. Herron, and I 
cotrld not find any attacks on relig- 
ion; although they do attack the 
church, because the church has al- 
ways helped the state to oppress the 
poor. Koelalism is really a material- 
istic movement, leaving religion out of 
the programme altogether. It is the 
first movement where Catholics, Budd- 
hists. Jews, etc., are fighting side by 
side. 

Is the non-observance of religious 
rites to be considered Irréligion? Re- 
memher the words of .lesus: "Neither 
at Jerusalem" nor nt this mountain 
will men pray, but In spirit and In 
truth." Such religion can only come 
about by the reorganisation Of so- 
ciety, for hou can roses bloom In an 

unhealthy cellar?

Prof. K. Brown, of the Faculty of 
Applied Science, has received wold of 
the recent death from wounds of Cap- 
! tain Julin Francis Watson l'opham, a 
KTaduate of the Faculty of Science of 
the cluss of '10, who was serving with 
one of the battalions of the Leicester- 
shire Regiment in France as adjutant. 
Captain Popham died of his wounds 
at Lyons. 

Capt. Popham was employed hy the 
Canadian Pacific Railway after grad- 
uation, and when war broke out cross- 
ed to England and enlisted as a troop- 
er in King Edward's Horse, the fam- 
ous British cavalry unit composed 
largely of Colonials resident in the 
United Kingdom. In January. 1915. 
he took out his commission in the 
Leicestershire!*, and went to France 
In the following October, being stead- 
ily promoted for his good work in the 
field. He was wounded In the opera- 
tions on the Somme

Tobacco requires a large amount of care throughout 

its growth. Constant shallow cultivation is practised alter the 
tobacco plants are set out until they have reached a sue where further 
cultivation would damage the leaves and injure the roots. The plant, in its 
early stages is liable to injury from the attacks of the tobacco-worm and other 
parasites which commit great devastation in the crops. To prevent the 
leading stem from running up too quickly to flower and seed, ana so starving 
the leaves, the tcp is nipped off with the thumb nail, leaving only nine or 
twelve leaves on each ? tern. Later on the suckers or shoots which now make 
their appearance at the junction of the leaves and about the roots of the 
plants, are removed. Tobacco is also subject to " firing," a kind of blight 
causing much injury to the crops. The planter must, therefore, protect his 
crop against all these possible injuries by proper spraying and cultivating. 

AH of these different operations take time and cost money, but the 
increased price which the planter receives for his crop warrants the 
expenditure and care. Nothing but tobacco cultivated as above enters into

The Royal Military College of 
Canada. 



THERE are few national Institutions 
of more valuo ami Interuil to the 
country than the Hoyal Military Col- 
lege of Canada. Notwithstanding this. 
Its object and the work it Is uceoinplish- 
lng are not sufficiently understood by tho 
general public. 

The College is a Government Institu- 
tion, designed primarily for the purpose 
of giving Instructions In all branches of 
military science to Cadets and Officers of 
the Canadian .Militia, in fact, It corre- 
sponds to Woolwich and Sandhurst. 

The Commandant and military instruc- 
tors are all officers on the active list of 
the Imperial army, lent for the purpose, 
and there is in addition a complete staff 
of professors for the civil subject?

Commissions in all branches of th» Im- 
perial service and Canadian Permanent 
Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation Is consider- 
ed by the authorities' conducting the ex- 
amination for Dominion Land Surveyor 
to be equivalent to a university degree, 
and by the Regulations of the Law So- I 
clety of Ontario, It obtains the same ex- I 
emotions as a B.A. degree. 

The length of the course is three years 
In three terms of 9'i mouths each.

OF MEDICINE." til ADDRESS BY DR. CHIPMAN 



"Charity, Devotion and Self- Sacrifice are the Chief Precepts of the Relations Which Exist Between Physician 
and Patient. The Aim' of Medicine is to Heal the Sick, and the Calling Leads us at Times into the Alleys 
Where Decent People Shun to Venture, and Often We Save the Rash Venturer who Scarcely Thanks 
You." 



Mr. President and Gentlemen,— 

I am glad to meet you, the mem- 
bers of this Society: to meet for the 
first time the Juniors among you. and 
the Seniors among you to meet again. 
I have always felt a great Interest in 
this Undergraduate Society— the So- 
ciety which Is really the one pro- 
duct, the single expression of your 
undergraduate life. A good thing or a 
poor thing It may be, but it is your 
own. t am pleased to-night to see 
that your Society Is a good thtng In 
that it is so well represented. You 
have this year a large membership I 
am told, und this is due, as it always 
is due in any society, to the energy 
und devotion of your officers. To the 
President und your secretary, and last 
but not least, to the treasurer. You 
are specially fortunate, too, this year, 
In your Honorary President. And so 
It seems to me that this year of 1910- 
1917, and despite the many disadvant- 
ages under which we all at this time 
labour, will be a satisfactory and a 
profitable year. 

It is especially gratifying to me to 
see so many new faces, to see the 
Junior year so well represented. I 
tukc it for granted that those of you 
who are seated In the humbler places 
in this synagogue, namely on the back 
benches, belong to the Junior Years. 
And thi3 is after all us it should be, 
for In due time the least among you 
shall become the greatest. 1 can as- 
sure you, Juniors, that In your at- 
tendance upon this Society, each one 
of you will find It for the present and 
for the future, good to be here. So 
let it be said of you, the years 1920- 
1921, that there are very few of you 
but what are active and regular mem- 
bers of this Society. , 

Even for the Freshman, the First 
Year man, this Society Bhould be an 
extra subject In his curriculum. It Is 
an Honours subject that each man 
should take, for It Is the one academic 
common meeting place of his under- 
graduate life. Here appear before us 
the five successive yerfrs, the five ages 
if you will, of the Medical Society. We 
reach here In an academic sense from 
the smallest Freshman to the largest 
Senior— from the Infant mewling and 
puking in the nurse's arms to the learr 
slippered pantaloon. Can we not afl 
remember each In his own time, the 
envy, admiration, and respect for the 
hig Senior in the Fifth Year, who is 
forward In the congregation and who 
Is heard frequently In debate/? And 
we of the Freshman Class certainly do 
not forget the gentlemen of the Sec- 
ond Year, with their special Instance 
of preparedness. And that sad morn- 
ing not so long ago when taken un- 
aware there was performed a pil- 
grimage In an lc?-waggon. A sad In- 
stance this of a want of organization, 
of Freshman unpreparedness. But, 
by tha» way. I am sorry for the Fresh- 
men of next year. 

My subject to-night is rather a wide 
and comprehensive one. One may 
speak of almost anything In Medicine. 
I have purposely made this so, for my 
object this evening is not a set and 
formal address, but rather a friendly 
and intimate conversation. Rather- is 
it to be a talk among students of 
Medicine, for here in this Society I 
am thnnkful to say, there Is no Pro- 
fessoriate. A talk nmong students of 
Medicine then, and it is the oldest one 
among you, alas, who Is to do most of 
the talking. 

We shall accordingly talk together 
of the Principles, the Precept, and the 
Practice of Medicine. 

1.— The Principles of Medicine. 

As regards these Principles I shall 
enunciate merely two. 

(1) The Unity, or the one-ness, of 
the study of Medicine, And since al. 
Medicine is, or ought to be, a study, 
this includes tJie unity, or one-ness, of 
Medicine Itself. 

(2) The Experimental Method, the 
Heuristic Method of Work. This, as 
you know, means the doing of one's 
work for oneself. The Greek word 
eurlkos means "I discover." And so 
the Heuristic Method means a discov- 
ering, ft self-discovering, method. In 
this way each man works out the 
thing for himself. 

So I enunciate these two principles. 

And at flrBt I think I cannot do bet- 
ter than to quote the general sugges- 
tions given by Professor Lloyd on the 
first page of his Syllabus. You may 
remember them. 

"The following outlines consist of a 
scries of experiments and observa- 
tions to be made by the student. The 
exercises are not Isolated, but inter- 
dependent. They are seldom, if ever, 
mutually exclusive. To a very large 
extent, they must be done in the se- 
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quence given, since the results of one 
constitute the premises of the next. A 
grasp of each exercise is therefore nec- 
essary in undertaking a succeeding 
one." 

You will see that Professor Lloyd 
has incorporated in these directions 
the two principles which 1 have enun- 
ciated. In his own subject there is 
unity, a sequence, and the method of 
work is the experimental method in- 
asmuch as the experiments and obser- 
vations are to be made by the student 
himself. And Just here I may add an- 
other paragraph from his directions, 
and It is this:— 

"Power of thinking cannot be gain- 
ed vicariously— do your work yourself. 
Good work cannot be done hurriedly 
or blindly. Read carefully each part of 
your outline before starting to work." 

1 shall take the liberty of differing 
from Professor Lloyd in the question 
of style. I take it for grunted that 
you are able to read and write, that 
you can spell more or less correctly, 
and that each sentence has a subject, 
and somewhere in its Interior a verb 
or predicate. Having acquired these 
preliminaries somewhat earlier in 
your training, I will merely quote to 
you as regards style, or manner of ex- 
pression, the words of Samuel Butler. 

"A man may, and ought to take a 
great deal of pains to write clearly, 
tersely and euphemistically; he wll. 
write many a sentence three or foui 
times over — to do. much more than 
this Is worse than not re-writlng at 
all; he will be at great pains to see 
that he does not repeat himself, to 
arrange his matter in the way that 
shall best enable the reader to mastei 
It, to cut out superfluous words, and 
even more, to eschew Irrelevant mat 
ter; but in each case he will be think- 
ing not of his own style, but of hit. 
reader's convenience." 

My first Principle, as I have said, is 
the unity, or one-ness, of the stud> 
of Medicine. The study of Medicine 
means slfhply the study of life— of 
life from Its simplest and lowest 
forms upward through Its various und 
successive phases to man himself. Man 
himself we study specially, his birth, 
his growth, his function, and his de- 
cline and death. It Is, of course, with 
man that the practice of Medicine 
chiefly concerns Itself, but In order to 
understand man in his various work- 
ings, we must know something of 
what has preceded him, his forbears, 
his family-tree. And so the Medical 
Curriculum tells us something of this 
genealogy. 

1 wish to remind you that the Medi- 
cal Curriculum, though It bristles with 
long and difficult names — the confines 
of separate subjects — has no separate 
subjects at all; It is simply one and 
the same thing, for It deals simply 
with the Evolution of Life Itself. 
From the primitive forms of life which 
we learn In botany and zoology, we 
proceed, through forms more complex, 
In Comparative Anatomy, steadily up- 
ward till we reach the chief of them 
all— man himself. Now, all this way 
Is taken In order that we may under- 
stand this -special Individual. And 
this Individual, this man or this wo- 
man, we study specially. We Investi- 
gate his coarse framework and call It 
anatomy. Ills fine tissues we desig- 
nate histology. The function of his 
structure and his organs, the work 
these do and contribute, each one serv- 
ing, borrowing and lending from the 
other, we know as physiology or In- 
stitutes of medicine. Phenomena of 
metabolism, of nutrition, of repair 
and waste, the processes of circulation, 
esplratlon, or digestion and secretion. 
Is physiology on its chemical side- 
physiological chemistry. 

And then, chief though he be, man 
that is born of woman la full of trou- 
malden bacteriology, tells us of this, 
the cause and the nature, the process 
md the result, of disease. We are led 
ble, small potatoes and few in the hill, 
and there come of necessity ill-health, 
old age and disease. Where there Is 
life there must of necessity be decay 
and death. Pathology, with Its hand- 
to see the healthy organ undergo pro- 
gressive change, gradually lose Its spe- 
lal function, and In organismal disease, 
are brought to realize that In man 
himself, even as throughout the whole 
animal kingdom, one kind feeds upon 
and devours its fellow. So It Is that 
in- typhoid fever or pneumonia the 
myriad host of unl-ccllular wolves 
fasten upon us to pull us down. Fhar- 
macology, based upon chemistry, is 
only the name of the reaction of the 
organism In whole or In part to cer- 
tain mineral or vegetable simples; and 
therapeutics IB merely the scientific 
exhibition of these In disease. Tin- 
art of the business must now be 
learned — craftmanshlp — the physi- 
cal signs of discaso. And lastly there 
comes the coping-stone of the cur- 
riculum, treatment. Treatment, > — 
medical, surgical, hygienic. 

As you will see, and so consider, the 
Medical Curriculum stands together as 
a single unit, as a whole. It Is a sin- 
gle edifice, and not a collection of 
separate dwelling-places. The stu- 
dent is apt at first not to realize this, 
for he begins one subject, he enters it, 
and he abides there. He presently 
emerges, more or less damaged and 
befogged by his residence therein, on- 
ly to plunge Into another; this sec- 
end is separate and detached ns the 
first. The broad nexus between these 
subjects he falls to see. His know- 
ledge, his information, rather, If it 
can be called siich. Is held in more or 
less watertight compartments. So 
from one subject to another he goes, 
forgetting the one as he enters the 
next, a regular house-to-house visita- 
tion, while he fails entirely to realize 
the broad thoroughfare which con- 
nects these houses, and along which 
he Is supposed to be travelling. To 
such a one the study of medicine is 
of necessity dull and uninteresting: 
falling to observe and appreciate 
the unity of the work, some subjects 
are a bore and a fag and of little In- 
terest. 

The student of Medicine ran only- 
work to advantage if he secures early 
In his career such a unified concep- 
tion. Let the youngest Freshman here 
remember that in Elodea he meets for 
the first time — vegetable life. And 
that this cell, large though it be, 
should stand for his picture of a cell. 
Its cell-wall, its nucleus, his picture of 



a cell for the rest -of his life. He 
studies again the cell in yeasts and 
in the fungi; its mode of nutrition, 
and its method of propagating itself. 
Gradually these cells are added to 
one another in th e higher plants. Ga- 
thered are they into definite structure, 
and with a differentiation of func- 
tion. 

In Zoology we cross into the ani- 
mal kingdom, cross that line which 
divides the vegetable frum the animal 
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—really Impossible— to draw; for, if 
the food is fluid only it Is a veget- 
able, whereas if solid particles are di- 
gested It is an animal. This rule, 
which has so many exceptions, is after 
all no strict division. The unity of 
the study is exemplified by this. In 
Zoology who can forget the Amoeba 
as the simplest Protozoa of the animal 
kingdom— us the starting-point from 
which we ascend by successive steps 
upward in the animal kingdom. Up- 
ward past the fish, the frog, of undy- 
ing fame, Ornithorynchus, the bird, 
the reptile, to the great mamma) Man 
himself. 

■ So the Freshman makes the ac- 
quaintance Of the cell microscope — the 
•ong eye. He draws It, pictures it, 
carries Its image in his mind and for 
ever next his heart. The higher forms 
of life are simply aggregations of these 
jells. Knowing one, he knows them 
all In their various sizes and shapes 
und their various aggregations. Know- 
ing a cork cell or a starch cell h e will 
•ome In time to know a liver or ,a 
'jloodcell in the great Mammalia. And 
with this foresight and foreknowledge, 
-his far-seeing vision, the work that 
îe does gains udded Interest and im- 
portance. He can see, as it were, the 
trail ahead of him, the trail of his 
Medical Curriculum blazed here and 
there, the names of the many subjects, 
but these are merely the sign-posts, 
that show him the way. 

So, through the several years of his 
Curriculum the continuous thread, 
the web and woof runs. The Fresh- 
man looks forward toward the sum- 
mit of his Curriculum, und It is well 
1 think, that from this summit the 
Fifth Year man should continually 
look back. The Senior student can 
most thoroughly, most completely, 
realize the unity of the Curriculum. 
He has travelled the full undergradu- 
ate distance, awake or asleep as may 
he, and lie can look backward upon It 
all. 1 would make il a rule thut each 
student beginning a new year's work 
should spend his first week in review- 
ing the work of previous years. Si 
could the work of the several years 
be knit together In his mind, be unir 
tied, So should it be driven In oi 
him that in Medicine it is one thin 
that he studies. And that one thin 
is life. 

(2) The method of his work fro: 
first to last must he the expérimenta 
the Heuristic Method. He must d 
things for himself. This method Is the 
basis ot all right or true education. 
Each man proceeds more or less rap- 
Idly as the case may be, from the 
known to the unknown. And if he is 
to proceed at all the procession must 
be his own. 

The best description, perhaps, of 
this experimental method of work 
was delivered some three years ago by 
Professor Hichurd M. Pearce, of Phila- 
delphia, who pointed out the import- 
ance of this method In the everyday 
work of the teacher and student. The 
whole substance of this uddrcss may 
be summed up In Samuel Butler's 
phrase, "Don't learn to do — but learn 
in doing." For It is only In this way 
of doing that n student can develop 
power — can truly learn. All teachers 
must take heed least their very teach- 
ing does not do hurm, does not con- 
spire toward intellectual death. 

And now how are we, the students 
here, to apply this experimental, this 
heuristic method in our work? We 
are simply to do things for ourselves, 
to train our special senses by using 
them. 

For example, there Is only one way 
to learn of the examination of the 
urine, and that is, to examine it and 
to keep on examining It ourselves; to 
acquire from n good teacher a good 
method of examination, a good, care- 
ful, nccuratc, and systematic method, 
and by practice to accustom ourselves 
to Its use. No reading from a text Will 
supply this knowledge. 

This method of work obtains clearly 
enough in all laboratory work; In 
chemistry, anatomy, physiology, and 
pathology. To an equal degree It must 
clearly obtain in nil our clinical work. 
Take again nn example of the examin- 
ation of the chest. The teacher gives
